Mr. Park's instru¬ 
ment, the kayagum, is similar to 
the Japanese Koto, but elicits 
more radical sounds. In the past, 
Mr. Park has collaborated with 
Bill Laswell and Laurie Anderson. 
His blending with Kaiser, whom 
the LA Herald Examiner has call¬ 
ed “the most important and 
innovative guitarist in the coun¬ 
try,” and Noyes, a virtuosic prac- 


Ambitious Lovers. In Europe they 
call him "the avant Godfather of 
Noise Music.” In Australia he 
"soared to solo heights and played 
drums like a real Voodoo.” Here, 
his new Moers Music release, 
“Dense Band," was named among 
the top ten records of 1985 by 
the New York Times.
